Pennsylvania. Would Guernsey enthu- 
siasts travel to the remote reaches of 
Pennsylvania for a convention this year? 
Would the National Convention Sale be 
able to approach the record-setting event 
held in 1999? Would low milk prices 
cast a pall over the whole event? Any 
negative concerns had completely van- 
ished by the end of a wonderfully planned week of Guernsey activi- 
ties hosted by the Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders' Association. 
A big thank you needs to go out to our hosts who spent many hours 
planning for this spectacular event. The unveiling of the Bonnie 
Mohr Guernsey painting was a long anticipated event, and the re- 
lease of “The Guernsey Breed”, a book filled with Guernsey lore, 
provided a beautiful reminder of past glories and how far we have 
come. Nearly 400 members and guests attended the National Youth 
Banquet and helped the Youth Fun Auction gross over $6,500, 
money that will help the AGA continue its extensive youth pro- 
grams. 

The benefits of your National Convention are many. The con- 
vention is certainly one of the best places for breeders and enthusi- 
asts from around the country to get together and “talk Guernseys”’. 
Many of the meetings and seminars give members a chance to voice 
their concerns about the breed and share their ideas and optimism 
for the future. Your AGA office staff relies on these forums to 
gather ideas and opinions from members to incorporate into pro- 
grams for the coming year. Hopefully members attending the meet- 
ings get as much out of them as we do. The National Convention 
was filled with enthusiasm for a breed on the move. Talk of Golden 
Guernsey dairy products, component pricing and cows that are 
producing more and higher quality, valuable milk filled the hallways. 
It is certainly an exciting time to be involved with the Guernsey 
breed, and last week’s convention served as a reminder of that fact. 

The follow-up to last year’s record-setting National Convention 
Sale was nothing short of spectacular. Tremendous quality animals 
from start to finish were well appreciated by buyers from across the 
country. When it was all done, 46 consignments had averaged $3,114, 
a tremendous average when considering the impact of low milk 
prices and the absence of a syndicate bull from this year’s sale line- 
up. To put into practice the AGA’s renewed emphasis on embryo 
transfer, 28 embryos in seven lots were offered in the sale. They 
brought a strong average price of $550 per embryo. The top-selling 
animal, Land of Living P Gratitude-ET, was purchased by Faria 
Farms, a first-time Guernsey buyer from Escalon, California. A sale 
like this is a tremendous endorsement of the demand and interest in 
Guernseys right now. Each positive event like this builds on the last 
and serves to inform the dairy industry that the Guernsey breed is 
on the move and headed in the right direction. To make this sale a 
success, it took the cooperation of many consignors who sent out 
their best, a talented group of people who worked on the sale and an 
appreciative group of 33 buyers from 18 states who helped prove 
that registered Guernseys are truly a valuable commodity. You 
couldn’t leave this event without feeling excitement about the future 
prospects of the Guernsey cow. 

As a breed, we have many areas to improve upon and many 
issues to resolve as we look to the future. I challenge you to find a 
group of breeders more devoted to the promotion of their chosen 
breed and more optimistic about their future. We are making progress,

A Word From Your Director... 


his is shaping up to be a banner year 

for the Guernsey cow. The new cen- 

tury is stepping off with Guernseys 
in the limelight more than can be recalled in 
two or three decades. The 2000 National 
Guernsey Convention, annual meeting and 
sale were all outstanding. 

You can read the official happenings else- 
where in this Journal. I’m here to tell you 
that what you may not otherwise hear was 
the overwhelming upbeat emotions ex- 
pressed by literally everyone attending this 
convention. The Pennsylvania Guernsey 
Breeders hosted a fine convention. They 
spared little expense to provide an environ- 
ment within which the AGA could conduct 
its annual business meetings and put its best 
foot forward. 

The Nittany Lion Inn, State College, 
Pennsylvania, was the beautiful, very hos- 
pitable setting for all of this gathering. 

While the youth were busy with a very 
classy public speaking contest, dairy quiz 
bowl, queen contest and parties with new 
friends, the senior members were also very 
busy with board meetings, committee meet- 
ings, tours and seminars. We saw one of the 
finest Guernsey herds in the world at Snider 
Homestead and visited Evergreen, one of 
the largest dairies in Pennsylvania. We wit- 
nessed Johnna Mills defending the Guern- 
sey fraternity as only she could have done. 
(Right on, Johnna!) We were able to get rid 
of our frustrations by throwing pies at Seth 
Johnson, Brian Schnebly, Jim Trotter and 
Patty McMurray at the carnival. We wanted 
more targets, but Mike Lancaster and Clark 
Vilter couldn’t be found! 

The youth banquet was a great evening 
for everyone. I tend to get wet eyes at such 
events when I see our youth rewarded for 
their extra efforts. This year was no excep- 
tion. I suppose I was most impressed by a 
young woman, Abby Trotter, who presented

an awesome speech and won the youngest 
age group of the public speaking contest. 
Everyone present could not help but swell 
with Guernsey pride upon hearing her pre- 
sentation. 

The distinguished breeder and service 
awards were well presented and richly de- 
served. The convention sale had a line-up 
of great Guernseys. With the $3300 plus 
average and no syndicated animals, it seems 
to indicate that the value of everyone’s 
Guernseys has gone up. 

Two major concerns again surfaced at this 
convention that I feel are worthy of some 
discussion here and elsewhere. 

First, there is a real shortage of Guern- 
seys to meet the demands of the current 
market. This is no big surprise to Guernsey 
breeders. We knew we had the best cow 
with the best milk all along. Consumers and 
the product markets are finally allowing the 
Guernsey cow to be in greater demand be- 
cause of greater net profits from her milk. 
While we have the current demand for qual- 
ity Guernseys, we must work to increase 
our numbers. Limited demand can be satis- 
fied with high dollar embryos. A much 
greater demand can be satisfied with $200 - 
$300 embryos. Sexed semen would certainly 
help this breed in the short run, but we don’t 


AGA Blood-Typing Program 


ue to the recent push for Guernsey 

Joreeders to increase or begin flush- 

ing cows to increase Guernsey num- 
bers, now is the appropriate time to make 
everyone aware of the American Guernsey 
Association’s blood-typing policy. There 
are certain animals that the AGA requires 
to be blood-typed. They are: 

* Donor dams of embryos - these dams 
must be blood-typed before ET offspring 
may be registered. 

¢ All ET bulls 

¢ Random blood-typing - Every 1,000th 
animal that is registered is blood-typed as 
part of a random check for parentage. These 


fees are paid by the AGA. 

* Sire identification - If the sire is un- 
known, blood-typing can be used to deter- 
mine the sire from a list of possible choices. 

A $100 penalty is assessed when a donor 
dam has not been blood-typed and is dead 
when her ET offspring are registered. There- 
fore, it is important to blood-type all do- 
nors as soon as pregnancies are confirmed, 
embryos are sold or if the donor is being 
sold. The AGA charges $55 for every male 
that is blood-typed and $40 for every fe- 
male that is blood-typed. If you have any 
questions, contact Brian Schnebly at the 
AGA office. 


have it commercially available. Sexed em- 
bryos are available and may be the best al- 
ternative we have today. Breeders with the 
means available could certainly help them- 
selves and ultimately the whole breed by 
placing sexed embryos in non-Guernsey re- 
cipients. I feel this is the quickest method 
to meet some of the current demand for qual- 
ity Guernseys. 

My second area of concern that has again 
surfaced is the need for common expense 
sharing by several breed registry organiza- 
tions. I feel that employee, equipment and 
housing expenses need to be shared with 
other breed organizations. This can be done 
without diminishing any one breed’s iden- 
tity. Your Guernsey board has approved 
the further study of and expressed our will- 
ingness to be a part of such a “joint ven- 
ture”. 

This “joint venture” can make each par- 
ticipant a stronger organization by sharing 
some clerical, computer, bookkeeping and 
other overhead expenses. Instead of any 
breed involved being diminished, each breed 
involved should have a stronger identity 
without having to bear all those costs alone. 
If such an expense-sharing venture can be 
put together, it may necessitate some minor 
changes in the way our printed pedigrees, 
registration certificates and billing state- 
ments look. Each breed’s identity and pres- 
ence, however, should be increased because 
excess resources should be available to 
strengthen that identity. 

Greater demand for Guernseys, a great 
National Convention and Sale, numerous 
new Guernsey owners, a wonderful new 
Guernsey history book, outstanding pre- 
sentations by Guernsey youth, significantly 
increased Guernsey registrations and trans- 
fer activity — all of this points to a banner 
year for the Guernsey cow. Let’s take this

To 
combat this problem, the Aldens of 
Danville, Ohio, have delegated farm respon- 
sibilities to the four families involved. Errol 
and Judi Alden of Marengo, Illinois, raise 
calves from weaning to breeding age; Curtis 
and Diane Alden and children, also from 
Marengo, Illinois, raise and show calves; 
the Powers Family of Plain City, Ohio, takes 
care of the record keeping, registrations and 
showing; and Noel and Kate Alden and chil- 
dren (Robin 7, Daniel 4, David 2, and Russel 
3 months) tend the milking herd, bred heif- 
ers and baby calves. 
Errol was raised on a dairy farm in 


Ark Aldens Fayette Brooke, Aldens Magic Rosita and Aldens

Wilmington, Ohio. Although he left the farm 
to pursue a career in medicine, the family 
continued to keep dairy cattle for 4-H 
projects. In 1993, the Aldens expanded their 
small Guernsey herd by adding 60 Holsteins. 
In June of 1999, Noel and Kate moved to 
Danville, Ohio, along with the milking herd. 

There are many reasons why the Aldens 
desire to increase the number of Guernseys 
on their farm. “With so many young people 
involved in the farm, we appreciate the 
Guernsey cow’s quiet temperament and ease 
of handling,” Kate said. They also enjoy the 
butterfat premiums that the high compo- 
nents of Guernsey milk bring, especially in 
1997 and 1998 when butter prices were at 
record highs. Noel and Kate have come to 
appreciate the heat tolerance of Guernseys 
compared to their Holsteins. “We always 
have a lot of Guernsey calves in the spring 
because they are the only cows settling in 
the summer,” Kate added.

They also believe that the Guernsey show 
environment is more supportive, friendlier 
and has less pressure than other breeds. 

Once settled in Ohio, the Aldens started 
an aggressive embryo transfer (ET) program. 
The cornerstone of this program is the 1999 
All-American Senior 3- Year-Old, Aldens En- 
hancer Robin, EX-92. After selling 
“Robin’s” sister at the International Guern- 
sey Classic last year and her son to Semex, 
the Aldens thought they could make ET 
profitable. Currently they have 12 Guern- 
sey ET pregnancies, 11 of which are in Hol- 
stein recipients. The Aldens have found more 
success in expansion through ET than pur- 
chasing groups of animals. “In any farm or 
consignment sale, you can find something 
you would like to add to your herd but find- 
ing a half-dozen or so that fit our needs is 
much harder,” Kate explained. They have 
found that it is easier to purchase embryos 
through Seth Johnson at Guernsey Market- 
ing Service and continue to flush the top 
end of their herd. 

The Aldens’ breeding philosophy is 
simple yet well thought out. They consider 
themselves conservative breeders and tend 
to use higher reliable bulls. “The gains we’ve 
made in genetic index have been due to two 
factors,” Kate said. “One, Sherma Victory 
Ellas Enhancer and two, cows who really 
perform and put up high deviation.” Since 
the bull studs assure them that all available 
bulls are all acceptable for production, they 
concentrate on what they feel are the most 
important type traits. 

The emphasis on type is directly linked 
to the merchandising program at Alden 
Farms. They feel that type will pay in higher 
prices for breeding stock. The success of 
their philosophies is evident as their con- 
signments to the last two National Conven- 
tion Sales, both from the “Robin” family, 
have sold well. The Aldens have other solid

Clark Vilter 


President’s Report 

President Clark Vilter gave the follow- 
ing address to the membership at the an- 
nual meeting. 

Welcome members and distinguished 
guests to the American Guernsey Associa- 
tion Annual Meeting. 

This is an exciting time for all of us. Just 
think - we are part of the first convention of 
the new millennium - something that will 
never happen again during our lifetime. 
Thank you to Pennsylvania for being such 
wonderful hosts! This start of the new mil- 
lennium also brings a sense of renewed en- 
thusiasm for the Guernsey breed, due in part 
to the component pricing system for milk 
that is in place across America. I stand be- 
fore you today with one question: So - now 
what? 

With this renewed enthusiasm has come 
one big problem - we have a demand for 
more Guernsey cattle right now than we can 
supply. So - now what do we do? My an- 
swer is to do embryo transfer on the better 
cows in your barns. I’m not just talking 
about the Bliss, Queenellas, Graces or Tom 
Dees. I’m talking about the 86-point and 
above cows with good production records - 
mated to the right sire - who will hopefully 
increase the Guernsey population signifi- 
cantly. 

Let’s do a little simple math. Your better 
cow, let’s say, gives you four natural calves 
in her lifetime. The law of averages says 
you end up with two heifers out of this cow. 
Now, let’s say we flush this cow one time. 
Say you flush eight embryos out of your 
cow. On average, you would get four preg- 
nancies with two of them being heifers. 
Right there, with just one flush, you have 
equaled her lifetime total of heifers this cow 
could give you. If you flush your better cows 
more than once, we could hopefully build 
our Guernsey numbers up and have good 
cattle to fill the demand for our great Guern- 
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sey genetics. 

OK...we’re building our numbers up. So 
- now what do we do? For goodness sake, 
register all calves - it doesn’t take a brain 
surgeon to realize that in the colored breeds, 
registered cattle are worth a whole lot more 
money. Make sure to get your cows classi- 
fied on a regular basis and that you are on 
DHIR Test. Sounds like a pitch for TPE, 
right? It is! TPE is one of the best bargains 
to be had, regardless of the size of your herd. 
When you are doing all of the programs we 
as an association have to offer, your asso- 
ciation prospers and YOU benefit by build- 
ing good pedigrees on your animals. Pro- 
spective buyers want to see these good pedi- 
grees and will pay more for them when you 
decide to merchandise some of your animals. 

So - now what do we do? In regards to 
merchandising, you have to let people know 
what you have on your farm. Here are two 
ways to go about this. The first is word of 
mouth, but you have to do an awful lot of 
talking to an awful lot of people and hope 
they believe everything you say. The second 
—and I believe better way — is to have a regu- 
lar advertising program through the Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal. | don’t care if it’s a 
small ad or a whole page, you should have a 
regular ad schedule to let the breeders know 
about the animals you have on your farm. 

To further advertise and reach non-Guern- 
sey breeders, exhibit your animals at fairs 
and shows around the country. Dairy cattle 
enthusiasts of all breeds pay attention ring- 
side to the blue-ribbon winners. They talk 
about their favorites and sometimes offer to 
purchase that animal or an offspring. The 
“talk value” is priceless! I firmly believe ad- 
vertising, including showing, doesn’t cost — 
it pays! Whatever way you choose to do it, 
advertise! 

When you sell an animal, make sure it’s a 
good one. Make sure it’s an animal you can 
stand next to and say “Yeah, I bred her” and 
feel proud. Good cattle in sales sell well and 
help promote the breed. Also, remember it 
doesn’t hurt to buy some good animals from 
time to time to infuse new bloodlines into 
your herd. Some years ago, I was visiting 
with a prominent Holstein breeder who had 
just seen a Holstein herd who always adver- 
tised “100 percent homebred”. His comment 
was, “It sure looked like it too.” You’ll ben- 
efit by adding good genetics to your barn — 
remember that this afternoon! 

To merchandise your milk, take advantage 
of the expertise of our Golden Guernsey 
Committee members. They may be able

to help you take advantage of a marketing 


opportunity for your quality product. I take 
my hat off to this very talented group of 
people and thank them for the countless 
hours of volunteer time they put into this 
project. 

I would be remiss in my duties as presi- 
dent if I did not bring to your attention two 
thorns in my side - computers and finances. 
The new computer system is not yet up and 
running, which to me is a major disappoint- 
ment. Seth will talk more on this in his pre- 
sentation, but in simple terms, the trouble 
seems to be on both sides of the ocean. 
Thinking back in retrospect, we should have 
had a different payment plan so the job would 
have been completed in a more timely man- 
ner. 

Our finances for the last year were not 
good. Your association lost approximately 
$41,000 in 1999. Again, Seth will talk more 
about this in his report, but I blame some of 
this loss on the cost of the computer system 
we had to have because of Y2K, increased 
appraisal expenses and decreased revenue 
from registrations. 

So now what? We did not have much 
choice with the computer - your board was 
told paper and pencils were not an option. 
The new system will be working, just not as 
quick as we all hoped. Running a breed or- 
ganization is just like running a farm - | com- 
pare it to a farmer that has to buy a major 
piece of equipment. His finances suffer for 
that year because of it. Our finances for the 
year 2000 look much better so far, as Seth 
has told me we are more than $30,000 in the 
black. I think we should give a big round of 
applause to our staff for always giving us 
110 percent and never giving up. 

So now what? What does the future hold 
for the Guernsey breed and the other pure- 
bred breed organizations? I firmly believe 
we need to work jointly with other breed 
organizations. We, the Guernsey Associa- 
tion, could have avoided our big computer 
bill had we been able to spread that cost out 
over several other organizations. There was 
a meeting in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, about 
two months ago regarding a joint venture, 
with representatives from the Guernsey, 
Swiss, Shorthorn, Ayrshire and Red and 
White Associations. It was very productive, 
and another meeting has been scheduled in 
about one month. I sincerely hope something 
comes about as a result of these meetings. A 
joint venture will help ensure the viability 
of the purebred breed organizations. 

So now what? What are we, as Guernsey 
breeders, going to do in this new millen- 
nium? I'll tell you what we are going to do. 
We are going to use the technology and tools 
available to us. We are going to increase our 
Guernsey numbers, and we are going to make 
the Guernsey cow even better than she al- 


ready is. We are going to prosper! 

Now to conclude my speech, here are a 
couple things to ponder: 
¢ Never laugh at anyone’s dreams. 
* Open your arms to change, but don’t let go 
of your values. 
* Remember that great achievements often 
involve great risk. 
¢ And last but not least, life is not a race but 
a journey to be savored each step of the way. 


Linda Madsen 
Promotion and Information 
Committee Report 

Promotion and Information Committee 
Chairperson Linda Madsen of Temecula, 
California, gave the following report to the 
membership. 

Our committee is composed of Dave 
Cochard, Gene Cross and John Morrow. 

In the Show Committee, we discussed is- 
sues concerning the All-American contest. 
One concern has been that animals shown at 
the Royal in Canada are eligible for the con- 
test. The Show Committee felt that maybe 
animals should be shown in the U.S. to be 
eligible. The board decided to keep the rule 
as it is. 

The judging process for the All-Ameri- 
can contest has been changed. Judges who 
are on our approved judges list who also 
judge an approved All-American show will 
be asked to judge the All-American contest. 

The National Guernsey Show at Harris- 
burg was discussed. It was mentioned that 
they have raised their premiums to $300 for 
first place cows and $150 for first place heif- 
ers. They also have added several new classes 
to their program. 

There will be a Total Performance All- 
American class which will include the win- 
ning total performance cows from the Na- 
tional Guernsey Shows. 

The judges for the 2000 national shows 
are: Harrisburg - Lee Kohler, Madison - 
Blaine Crosser, Louisville - Mike Lancaster, 
and Bill Wachtel will judge the junior show 
at Louisville. 

In the youth department, the youth lease 
agreement was discussed, and it was decided 
that each junior will be able to lease one 
heifer for one year for every year that he is 
eligible to be a junior. 

Calf raffle tickets will be sold this year 
beginning as soon as convention is over so 
there will be an entire year to sell raffle tick- 
ets 

It was discussed whether we should have 
a junior show at each of the national shows. 
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It was decided that we should try to continue 
to support as many youth programs as pos- 
sible. 


Dr. John O. Mozier 
Marketing Committee Report 

Marketing Committee Chairman Dr. John 
O. Mozier of Stanley, Kansas, gave the fol- 
lowing report to the membership. 

Fellow Guernsey breeders and guests, as 
chairman of the Marketing Committee, I am 
pleased to present the Marketing Commit- 
tee report. Committee members are Dave 
Cochard, Peter Coon, Clark Vilter, Ed 
Watson and John Mozier. 

The last year has been a good one for mar- 
keting Guernseys. There has been excep- 
tional demand that has been reflected in the 
prices obtained in public consignment sales. 
The 1999 National Convention Sale in Ohio 
was outstanding with an average of over 
$3,100 per head, and the International 
Guernsey Classic last fall averaged over 
$3,000. Guernsey Marketing Service (GMS) 
participated in both of these sales. Several 
Guernseys were also sold in the Wisconsin 
Seven Wonders Sale that included animals 
from each of the seven breeds. The Guern- 
seys averaged over $3,000 and according to 
one of our breeders, was the most “talked 
about” breed. So far this year (2000), the 
Spring Upper Midwest Sale and the Ken- 
tucky National Show and Sale were very 
successful as was the Ozark Jubilee Sale that 
had a record average of $1,752 per head. 
Guernsey Marketing Service also assisted in 
the private sale of approximately 100 Guern- 
seys in addition to a number of embryos. In 
addition to the National Convention Sale 
being held this afternoon, GMS will again 
participate in the International Guernsey 
Classic in Madison this fall. In April of 2001, 
Guernsey consignments are also planned, for 
the first time, for the Buckeye Classic Sale 
in Ohio. This should give additional posi- 
tive exposure for our breed. 

In an effort to provide the healthiest ani- 
mals possible in public auctions, the board 
decided to require Johnes blood tests for all 
cattle (with the exception of Johnes vacci- 
nates) in GMS sponsored sales. In board ac- 
tion this week, it was decided to amend that 
requirement to include only animals 20 
months of age or older. The reason being that 
blood tests using current technology will not 
provide reliable results in younger animals. 

I would also like to mention the Guernsey 
Gold program that designates a certain num- 
ber of open heifers each year to be purchased 
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by a junior member. This program has been 
very successful and provides incentives for 
our youth. In the year 2000, six sales will 
have Guernsey Gold heifers available exclu- 
sively for junior members. 

During the past year, the Golden Guern- 
sey Committee has primarily been involved 
in facilitating interest in niche markets for 
Guernsey milk, such as that presented by 
Jonathan White of Egg Farm Dairy in 
yesterday’s workshop. Board member Dave 
Cochard has made two visits to Egg Farm 
Dairy to learn more about the success of Mr. 
White’s operation and has relayed this in- 
formation to fellow breeders. Several AGA 
members have expressed interest in pursu- 
ing new markets for Golden Guernsey milk 
products. In our Golden Guernsey Commit- 
tee meeting this week, there were 16 partici- 
pants, including four of our international 
guests. There was lively discussion and ex- 
change of ideas regarding different possible 
markets for Guernsey milk. The committee 
is committed to assisting those individuals 
or groups interested in establishing new 
niche markets. We encourage breeders to take 
the steps necessary for these ideas to turn to 
reality. 


Seth Spencer 


Records Committee 
Records Committee Chairman Seth Spen- 


cer of Lebanon, Oregon, gave the following 
report to the membership. 

The Records Committee is comprised of 
Linda Madsen, Clark Vilter, Ed Watson, John 
Mozier and myself, Seth Spencer, as chair- 
man. 

New members for 1999 held constant with 
recent years with 26 new senior members and 
95 junior members. Unfortunately, registra- 
tions for the year finished at less than 6,000. 
The association had 5,890 registrations, 
down seven percent from 1998. Transfers 
were also down considerably in 1999 at 
2,077. The good news is that so far this year, 
we are up 17 percent in registrations and 24 
percent with transfers. The Total Perfor- 
mance Evaluation (TPE) participation re- 
mains strong. Two hundred eighteen herds 
with 8,247 cows were on the program dur- 
ing the year. Another positive note is that 
we classified 6,992 cows in 1999, which is 
up 25 percent from the previous year. 

Several items have been approved in the 
Type Committee. The new Functional Herd 
Life (FHL) study was completed, and those 
new coefficients will be used in the FHL 


portion of our PTI formula. The Type Com- 
mittee also recognized that the factors used 
in the “Calculated Final Score” needed to be 
updated. Funding for this project was secured 
from the Guernsey Foundation. The calcu- 
lated final score factors are used in the USDA 
PTAT evaluations and have not been updated 
for nearly 10 years. 

Minor changes may also occur in the ap- 
praisal program. It was recommended by our 
staff that we consider evaluating “pin width” 
instead of “thurl width”. The reasoning be- 
hind this is that it is easier for an appraiser to 
see the differences in the width between the 
pins than it is to see the difference in the width 
on the outside of the thurls. Brown Swiss will 
also be discussing this topic this year, and 
any changes will be contingent upon approval 
in the Joint Appraisal Program. 

Most of you are aware that starting May | 
of this year, DHIA started recording true pro- 
tein values rather than total protein. Although 
USDA will be making provisions to account 
for these differences in the genetic evalua- 
tions, we as a breed needed to decide how 
we are going to handle the changes caused 
by converting to true protein from total pro- 
tein. At least one other breed association is 
going to convert all past records to a true pro- 
tein basis. We felt that the small difference in 
values did not warrant the time and resources 
needed to label records as to whether they 
are true protein, total protein or a combina- 
tion. Keep in mind that a breed average cow 
producing 16,000 pounds of milk will lose 
30 pounds of protein. 

There is other business that you should be 
aware of. Transfers will be sent to the new 
owners of an animal and not to the seller. 
There seems to be a considerable number of 
transfers that are not being forwarded to buy- 
ers in a timely fashion. This will speed up 
the time a buyer receives the transfers. 

The year 2000 looks very encouraging, de- 
spite low milk prices. If we continue at the 
current pace with our registration and trans- 
fer volume, we will be on pace to beat our 
1996 levels.

Finance Committee 

Finance Committee Chairman Peter Coon 
of Amenia, New York, gave the following re- 
port to the membership. 

I would like to thank the other members 
of the Finance Committee: John Morrow, 
Seth Spencer and Gene Cross. 

If you will turn to the financial statement 


in the handout, you will see that the AGA 
and Purebred Publishing incurred a net loss 
of $41,000 in 1999. 

Registration income was down $11,000. 
An increased effort by staff to contact and 
assist breeders who have fallen behind on 
registration has resulted in this year being 
on track for a significant increase over the 
last few years. 

In Guernsey Marketing Service, the big 
difference from 1998 is due to an account- 
ing change. Prior to 1999, only commission 
was shown as income. Now the gross sales 
are shown. On the expense side, 1998 shows 
sale expenses plus money paid to consign- 
ors. 

Purebred Publishing income was down. 
This can be attributed directly to decreased 
advertising in the Journal, Brown Swiss and 
Ayrshire magazines. To counteract this, we 
have offered economy ads for the Journal 
to help make advertising more affordable. 
After just a few months and during a time 
of very low milk prices, results are very 
promising. We hope to have economy ads 
available in the Brown Swiss Bulletin and 
the Ayrshire Digest soon. 

Under expenses, records expense was 
$16,000 higher than 1998. This was mostly 
due to the increased use of contract apprais- 
ers. With Brian Schnebly fully trained and 
in action since January, we expect this ex- 
pense to be considerably lower in 2000. 

Interest expense is up due to the loans 
for the new computer system. 

Purebred Publishing expenses show a 
$20,000 loss for 1999. Of this, $3,000 was 
an adjustment made by our accountants dat- 
ing back to an error made in 1997. There 
was $8,000 added to Purebred’s liabilities 
to make allowances for doubtful accounts. 
There was also two years of depreciation 
for another $8,000 contribution to this loss. 

While every year has unforeseen and ex- 
traordinary expenses, it seems 1999 had 
more than its share. I can assure you that 
the staff and board of directors are commit- 
ted to the financial security of the AGA 
while maintaining programs and services at 
minimum costs to members. 

This year is on track to be much im- 
proved, and with your continued support, 
the American Guernsey Association and the 
Guernsey breed have a very bright future.

ne of the 
biggest

that I hear from

across the country 
bh} is that we need to 
try to increase the 
longevity in Guern- 
sey cattle. There 
are two main traits 
that seem to have a positive correlation with 
longevity. They are strength and feet and 
legs. I have seen many daughters recently 
of a particular bull that is strong in these 
two areas. The daughters of Trotacre Mer- 
cury Lorry-ET have been very encouraging. 
While I have seen more heifers than cows, 
I think the “Lorry” daughters fit the “ideal 
mold” of a commercial cow. They are av-

erage height at best, with a tremendous 
amount of strength and good feet and legs. 
As the dairy industry shifts to more com- 
mercial operations, the smaller, correct 
cows, like the “Lorry” daughters, are the 
ones that will have the longevity to last for 
many lactations. 

On the young sire front, the Liseter Farms 
Magic Count-ET daughters are looking 
good. There were not many first-crop 
daughters so the amount of information in 
his proof is limited. The “Count” daugh- 
ters are extremely dairy with good openness 
of rib. At this time, there are only eight 
daughters classified, five of which are Very 
Good 2-year-olds. The highest scored 
“Count” daughter is 87 points. I am not 
sure whether he will be released, but we will 
probably know more after the August proof 
run.

Erdman of Chenoa, Illinois, gave the follow- 
ing report to the membership. 

The Foundation is in very good shape. Our 
biggest problem is where we have had our 
money. We have about $316,000 right now, 
and yesterday we decided to move our money 
into something that is making money a little 
better. We have made investments with 
Smith-Barney to handle $300,000 of it. To 
diversify the program and the portfolio, we 
decided to make changes to get more inter- 
est. 

We are going to fund two new projects. 
We are going to provide money to create edu- 
cational materials for Guernsey. The five bro- 
chures will cover the youth, one in genetic 
recovery, one related to crossbreeding, 
profitabilty and another on embryo transfers. 
The other project as Seth mentioned is to 
recalculate the final scores. It has been 12 
years since that has been done, and we agreed 
to fund that. We are looking for somebody 
to do that work. We are still considering fund- 
ing a Johnes program, although we didn’t 
particularly okay the particular program that 
was proposed. We certainly are not wanting 
to discourage any type of program for Johnes. 
We have done that in the past. We certainly 
hope something will come forward that we 
feel will be on a little broader scale so that 
we can fund Johnes research. The commit- 
tee trustees are Dan Brubaker, Ernie 
Berousek and myself. 


Purebred Publishing 
The following Purebred Publishing, Inc. 
report was given by General Manager Becky 
Payne to the membership. 
It’s my pleasure to bring to you the Pure- 


bred Publishing report. 

We have had a busy year publishing the 
Guernsey Breeders Journal, Ayrshire Digest 
and Brown Swiss Bulletin. Our publishing 
efforts with these other breeds continue to 
go well. 

In addition to the monthly magazines, we 
also work on newsletters, sale catalogues and 
other promotional efforts. 

This year we have started publishing an 
economy section in the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal. We hope that you enjoy and take 
advantage of this new advertising effort. We 
are also in the process of offering this method 
of advertising to the other breeds. 

As with many new small businesses, our 
finances continue to be a challenge. As Pe- 
ter Coon reported to you, Purebred Publish- 
ing did experience a loss in 1999. This was 
primarily setting up new accounts for depre- 
ciation and setting up a line item for doubt- 
ful accounts. Rest assured, your board and 
staff have set a business plan to improve this 
picture for next year. 

This morning I would like to challenge 
all of us to continue promoting the Guern- 
sey breed to the best of our abilities. Adver- 
tise, pass along story leads to staff, picture 
your animals, flush your best cows, write 
letters to the editor and the list could go on. 
Your AGA and Purebred Publishing staff are 
ready to help you make it happen. Thank you. 


Executive Secretary-Treasurer Report 

Executive Secretary-Treasurer Seth 
Johnson gave the following report to the 
membership. 

We are in the midst of one of the most 
exciting times in the past several decades for 
the Guernsey breed. Not since cream lines 
and high-fat milk went out of vogue have 
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There are a few young sires that do not 
have any milking daughters yet but have 
calves and heifers that are very stylish. Cou- 
lee Crest Enhancer Storm-ET sired several 
fancy young calves that went through some 
of the consignment sales this spring. In ad- 
dition, several stylish Trotacre Loral Tiller- 
ET daughters have changed hands this 
spring. The top-selling female in the Ozark 
Jubilee Sale in May was a “Tiller” summer 
yearling that commanded a price of $4,000. 
She has already been named junior cham- 
pion of a few local fairs for O’ Malley Farms 
in Gilman, Wisconsin. There were also a 
few nice “Tiller” calves that sold at a grade 
dispersal in Virginia this spring. The first 
few daughters are evidence that “Tiller” may 
just be following in his father’s footsteps, 
Trotacre Mercury Loral, by siring fancy 
young show animals.

Guernsey breeders had such cause for opti- 
mism. The current federal milk pricing struc- 
ture favors the high-quality, high-component 
milk of the Guernsey cow like never before. 
Beginning two years ago when the value of 
milkfat went through the roof to the present 
time, most parts of the country are finally 
receiving equitable pricing for the true value 
of their milk. Guernsey breeders now have 
incentives like never before to stay in busi- 
ness and expand with Guernseys. 

Income for Guernsey Marketing Service 
was down considerably in 1999, not because 
there isn’t a demand for the cow, but because 
Guernsey breeders are not selling out or re- 
ducing Guernsey numbers. This is also re- 
flected in the drastic 22 percent drop in trans- 
fers for 1999. Guernsey breeders see the 
value in the animals that they have and are 
not willing to market them, even at the in- 
creased prices that Guernseys are demand- 
ing in the marketplace now. Nineteen hun- 
dred ninety-nine saw two consignment sales 
average over $3,000, the International 
Guernsey Classic and the record-setting Na- 
tional Convention Sale last June in Ohio. 
Just this spring, the Ozark Jubilee Sale in 
Branson, Missouri, set its highest average 
ever at over $1,700. You can see the obvi- 
ous trend of dairymen paying more for a

American nominations. 

For 20 years, Elsie has served as the sec- 
retary for the Pennsylvania Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association. She has also held the posi- 
tion of director and served on the Show Com- 
mittee. She was a member of the board of 
directors of the Pennsylvania All-American 
Dairy Show and was the Guernsey represen- 
tative on the board for the Pennsylvania Farm 
Show. She has served as chairman of the 
AGA Nominating Committee and is now 
treasurer for the 2000 AGA Convention. 

Elsie has received the Pennsylvania All- 
American Image Award, won the Henry Tho- 
mas Memorial Award and was inducted into 
the Pennsylvania Walk of Fame. 

She has been a 4-H dairy leader for sev- 
eral years and helps assist youth in selecting 
animals for their 4-H projects. She also helps 
support the youth through being involved 
with the annual auction and selecting the 
state junior herd for Louisville. 

“The Guernsey cow has become an inte- 
gral part of Elsie’s life, and Elsie has become 
an integral part of the Guernsey breed,” said 
a close friend of Elsie.

Trophy and Valley Set Award 
The 1999 winner of the Liebers Trophy, 


Seth Spencer accepted the awards for Top 
Living Lifetime Production in milk, but- 
terfat and protein on behalf of Carl and 
Irene Bosch from National Guernsey 
Queen Katie Dixon and Deb Lakey. 
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the Arnold Knight Award, and the Valley 
Set Award for the second consecutive year, 
is Kilchona CC Tessa, EX-90 at 9-02. As 
of December 31, 1999, “Tessa” had pro- 
duced 215,360 pounds of milk, 9,931 
pounds of butterfat and 7,845 pounds of 
protein. Carl and Irene Bosch of Tillamook, 
Oregon, are the proud owners of “Tessa”. 

The Arnold Knight Protein Award, spon- 
sored by the Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders' 
Association, recognizes the top living life- 
time protein producer in the breed. 

The Liebers trophy was established in 
1949 by Mr. and Mrs. Otto Liebers of Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, to recognize the cow with 
the highest living lifetime milk production. 

The third award, the Valley Set Butterfat 
Award, was established in 1986 by the Ron 
Wenger Family to recognize the cow with 
the highest living lifetime butterfat produc- 
tion. 

To be considered for these three presti- 
gious awards, the cow must be alive and on 
test for one month during the year in which 
she is recognized. 

“Kilchona CC Tessa” was born on April 
28, 1984, and is bred and owned by Carl 
and Irene Bosch. She is an EX-90 Dendels 
Orchards Cherie Chuck daughter from a 
VG-86 Schwinghamer Farm Quantity 
daughter that also had over 100,000 pounds 
of milk in her lifetime. “Tessa” has com- 
pleted 10 lactations, and her best record 
came at 11-05 365D 21,950M* 4.5% 985F* 
3.6% 792P*. She was also a National Class 
Leader for milk, fat and protein with this 
11-year-old record. “Tessa” is currently on 
her eleventh lactation and has been milking 
since October. She has three milking daugh- 
ters that are currently in the herd, two are 
classified Very Good and the other went EX- 
92 last month. 

“Tessa” is certainly a tremendous cow 
that combines outstanding production with 
longevity.

The New England Trophy is awarded to 
the cow completing the highest 305-day 
mature equivalent lactation for milk.

mature equivalent lactation for protein and 
is sponsored by the California Guernsey 
Cattle Club. This year, these two awards 
go to Rozelyn Magic Joyce, VG-87. 
“Joyce” is owned by Leon Zweegman and 
Family, proud owners of Rozelyn Farm, 
Lynden, Washington. “Joyce’s” winning 
305-day ME record was 32,939 pounds of 
milk, 1,485 pounds of butterfat and 1,216 
pounds of protein. Her actual record was 
3-04 365D 31,370M 4.6% 1,442F 3.8% 
1,181P. “Joyce” also comes from a cow 
family that has high index. She herself is 
ranked number 43 on the May 2000 CPI 
list. “Joyce” comes from the same maternal 
line as Rozelyn Prince Juliann, a former 
number one CPI cow whose daughter 
Rozelyn Enhancer Judith currently ranks 
number seven on the May 2000 CPI List.

Many factors have played a role in this suc- 
cess. They have found that the expense of 
this new facility has been more than worth 
it in terms of cow and people comfort. The 
barn is equipped with mattresses and tun- 
nel ventilation. Randy feeds TMR four times 
per day beginning at 5:30 a.m. and finish- 
ing up at 10:30 p.m. He feels more frequent 
feeding spaced about five to six hours apart 
helps high-producing fresh cows stay on 
feed and keeps foot problems to a minimum. 

The Knapps are currently breeding for 
better udders and overall type. They are 
extensively flushing their top cows in an 
effort to accelerate the progress of the herd 
genetically. Currently Knapps Guernseys is 
the home of 21 Excellent cows. 

Probably the greatest cow to have made 
her home in Epworth, Iowa, is Pinebreeze 
Telestar Andora, an EX-95 cow with over 
26,000 pounds of milk. The “Andora” fam- 
ily makes up an integral part of the Knapp 
herd. Randy has several granddaughters of 
“Andora’” milking, one of which completes 
five generations of Excellent cows. 

Randy gives credit to Bernard Pralle of 
Wisconsin for educating him in the ways of 
managing a high-producing herd and to his 
wife and family for all their hard work on 
the farm.

oday it is my distinct pleasure to in- 
troduce the first recipient of the Mas- 
ter Breeder Award this century in the 
Guernsey breed. Webster defines “master” as 
a man eminently skilled in something. The 
something we recognize today is a lifetime 
of “taking care of details” resulting in the 


development of an outstanding herd of 


Guernseys and love for the Guernsey breed. 

In 1964, Ralph E. Turley became the farm/ 
herd manager at Raemelton Dairy in 
Mansfield, Ohio. For the next 30-plus years, 
the Raemelton Guernsey herd earned national 
recognition for production, type and 
showring success. The herd earned 15 
Double Gold Star Breeder awards, and in the 
last year of business, had an ME herd aver- 
age of 18,662M 850F and 625P. 

The breeding philosophy at Raemelton was 
simple - improve production and type so the 
cows can contribute profitability for several 
lactations. Ralph’s formula produced national 
class leading production records for milk, fat 
and protein, state and national show winners 
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Turley Named 2000 Master Breeder

and young sires for entry into A.I. in the 
United States and Canada. Ralph milked and 
fed the cows, led them in the showring and 
carefully charted each breeding decision to 
improve the next generation of Raemelton 
Guernseys. 

Many breeders today have offspring that 
trace to two popular A.I. Sires - Raemelton 
Hornets Action and Raemelton Deacons 
Fashion. Fashion topped the PTI list in the 
mid-1980s while Action was a superior 


source of stature, strength and substance of 


bone. The dams of these bulls (Kenmire TH 
Flower and Linda Vista Friendship Arsenic) 
were purchased by Turley and developed at 
Raemelton indicating Ralph’s keen eye in 
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evaluating cattle that have great potential. 
Arsenic’s EX-92 Top Hornet daughter also 
became a dam of A.I. sons. Turley also 
brought Burnt Pond Choice Liza to 
Raemelton where she became the breed’s 
leading lifetime production cow for milk, 
fat and protein in 1992 and 1993 and the 
dam of several fine daughters including Big 
Tex Lorna and Premier Lucky -back-to-back 
winners of the Ohio State Fair Futurity. 
Speaking of the Ohio State Fair, 
Raemelton bred cattle have earned grand 
champion with Fayvor Mamie, reserve 
grand champion (five times), Futurity win- 
ner (five times), junior champion, (four 
times) reserve junior champion, premier 
breeder and premier exhibitor banners dur- 
ing the Turley years. The most recent show 
winners have been Raemelton Fashion 
Kandy and Raemelton Prime Majestic. 
Kandy’s claim to fame includes an Ohio Fu- 
turity win as a 2-year-old, a National Futu- 
rity win as a 3-year-old and being scored 
Excellent-96. The “K” family has provided

quality product, the Guernsey cow. Our goal 
as a breed should be to increase the demand 
for the cow at the same rate that our num- 
bers grow, therefore the premium for our 
special product will remain. 

Registrations were down seven percent to 
5,890 in 1999. However, 2000 already 
shows greater promise with registrations 17 
percent higher than last year and 22 percent 
higher than in 1998. These numbers show 
no sign of letting up as several breeders have 
recently decided to add value to their herd 
by catching up their registrations. Several 
large herds, including one with over 200 
milking cows in California, have begun the 
process of registering their herd through the 
Genetic Recovery Program. 

From time to time, we are confronted with 
the question, “Why bother registering if I 
don’t ever show?” My response is that it is 
more important now to maintain registrations 
than ever before. Identification is the key to 
improvement and to remain competitive in 
today’s dairy industry, a herd must continu- 
ally move forward. Complete, accurate 
records are the key to avoiding inbreeding 
and are invaluable in making sound breed- 
ing decisions. The greatest asset of regis- 
tered animals is in added value in the mar- 
ketplace. Buyers of Guernseys want to know 
exactly what they are getting, and they are

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willing to pay a premium for it. 

One of the frequently asked questions to 
Guemsey Marketing Service when dairymen 
call inquiring about a herd for sale is whether 
there will be merchandising opportunities for 
the herd if they buy it. When the herd is 
fully registered and has taken advantage of 
the AGA’s many value-enhancing perfor- 
mance programs, such as appraisal, the an- 
swer is always yes. There is a big difference 
in the value of registered and grade Guern- 
seys in today’s marketplace. 

Nineteen hundred ninety-nine was a dif- 
ficult year for the AGA financially. The com- 
bined financial statements of the American 
Guernsey Association and Purebred Publish- 
ing show a deficit of $41,446. This follows 
on the heels of a very strong year in 1998. 
After depreciation, the cash loss for both or- 
ganizations was $17,114. 

This is the result of many factors. De- 
creased registrations and transfers reduced 
records income substantially. Reduced 
Guernsey Marketing Service activity 
dropped income, and staff changes necessi- 
tated the use of more contract classifiers than 
have been used previously or will be used in 
the future. Decreased advertising in all of 
Purebred Publishing’s magazines, due to 
lower on-farm income, also hurt the profit- 
ability of that enterprise. In this year of de- 
creased revenues, the AGA also began to pay 
for the new computer software system that 
has been installed at the national AGA of- 
fice. 

Some of the improvements that we are 
particularly proud of in our service to AGA 
members are related to the internet and our 
web site. It has been possible for the past 
year for anyone to register an animal over 
the internet. This saves paperwork and post- 
age and is faster than conventional methods 
of registration. Many breeders are taking 
advantage of this opportunity. The AGA web 
site has also provided a valuable tool for dis- 
seminating important information. Sale cata- 
logs, the breeders’ directory, the active A.I. 


list and the high CPI list are just a few of the 
things that can be found on the web site. This 
helps established breeders access needed 
information faster and provides a place for 
interested newcomers to find details about 
the breed. 

As we look to the future, we need to evalu- 
ate where we are both as a breed organiza- 
tion and in terms of the cow herself. 

As a breed association, we must continu- 
ally evaluate the way we do business and 
what services we provide our members. The 
dairy industry is certainly only distantly re- 
lated to the same industry of 100 years ago. 
And so we must change with the times as 
well and continually tailor our services to 
meet the needs of today’s dairyman. This 
may mean changing the traditional ways of 
doing business. Other breed associations are 
no longer our mortal enemy, but our allies 
in searching for a more efficient way of op- 
erating. Continued cooperation with them 
is crucial to our survival and theirs. 

In terms of the cow herself, the industry 
demands ever higher production but is com- 
ing to realize the tremendous benefits of an 
efficient, high-component cow. By maintain- 
ing acommercially profitable animal, we can 
expand into a host of herds that never would 
have considered breed diversity under a fluid 
volume dominated pricing system. It is up 
to us to make the Guernsey cow attractive to 
these dairymen and then promote her to 
them. A moderate sized cow that breeds back 
on time and can last for several lactations is 
what the industry demands. 

Who are our best potential customers? 
They are quite obviously dairymen milking 
other breeds. We need to look at ways that 
the Guernsey cow can appeal to these dairy 
people. We have lots of devoted breeders, 
many of whom are in this room, that are con- 
vinced that Guernseys are the most profit- 
able cow to milk. Our challenge is to con- 
vey this message outside our ranks and then 
back it up by supplying quality cattle for new 
breeders to profit from. The AGA staff is

cow families but feel that there is a big step 
in desirability from “solid” to “All-Ameri- 
can”. “Our hope is that ‘Robin’ puts us on 
the map, makes breeders associate our herd 
with quality and therefore makes the off- 
spring from our other families more mer- 
chandisable,” Kate explained. 

The Aldens advise all breeders looking 
to start a solid cow family to look deep into 
the pedigrees of the animals they wish to 
purchase. “When we bought ‘Robin’s’ dam, 
she was an open heifer, not show-age and 
with decent, not great, index,” Kate re- 
flected. “She was, however, sired by Pro- 
tein King, who improved all the traits we 
were interested in and backed by four gen- 
erations of VG-86 or better cows. We 
couldn’t have predicted that she would pro- 
duce 1,200 pounds of fat in her third lacta- 
tion or that she would score EX-90, or that

named the junior champion of the show.
